The City Council had its mid- 
winter vacation cut short yesterday 
by Mayor LaGuardia, who called all 
members of the municipal legisla- 
tive body into a surprise session 
today to act on his veto message on 
items of the capital outlay budget. 


calling the special] session was short 
and terse. It said: 

“Pursuant to the powers vested 
in me as Mayor, and in accordance 
with the provisions of section 33b 
of the New York City Charter, I 
hereby call a special meeting of 
the Council of the City of New 
York for Wednesday, Dec. 23, 1938, 
at 2 P.M., to be held in the Council 
Chamber at City Hall for the pur- 
pose of considering a veto message 
from the Mayor on items eliminated 
by the Council from the Capital 
Budget.” 

It is believed that Mr. LaGuardia 
will oppose in his message to the 
Council today its action of cutting 
from the budget $415,001 of Sani- 
tation Department money. 

The Mayor, in a message to the 
Council, is expected to demand that 
the $416,000,000 budget adopted by 
the Board of Estimate will stand.

I had a chance to visit their 
headquarters and was strongly re- 
minded of the beer-saloons of Ber- 
lin in 1932, where the Nazis used 
to forgather. Same murderous faces, 
same slang, same air of con- 
spiracy. 

Bieckler’s party draws its mem- 
bership mainly from among the 
Lutherans. Many of the pastors 
tell heir flock of parishioners: 

“Our faith is in the Bible and 
Hitler's ‘Mein Kampf. 

The party is organized ir accord 
with German standards. The Alsa- 
tian Hitlerites greet each other with 
the. familiar German salute: 

“Free people! 

“In their own land.” 

Their insignia is only a slight 
variation of the swastika. Meetings 
are secret. Places of gatherings are 
announced through a special code. 
The novice must take a solemn 
oath of blind obedience to the Fueh- 
rer. 

On August 20, Bieckler was in 
Dixmuende to a conference of Hit- 
lerite “fuehrers” from all Curopear. 
countries. The Sudeten “fuebrers” 
were: the heroes of the day. Their 
work was well done. 


Police Search 


On September 28, the French 
police, at long last, searched the 
headquarters of the “Alsace-Loth- 
arington Party.” On October 1, 
Fuehrer Bieckler’s quarters were 
searched. The conspirators had 
plenty of time to hide all compro- 
mising evidence. 

Nevertheless, the French police 
found many curious documents 
showing Bieckler in close coopera- 


with Hitlerite “fuehrers” in other 
parts of France, in Germany and 
even in close communication with 
Gayda, Mussolini’s closest co-work- 
ers. The police found leaflets 
preaching outright treason, a list 
of 2,300 members, even the arm- 
bands needed for a “putsch.” 

One would think that after this 
search Bieck'er would be arrested, 
his paper closed down, his “party” 
disbanded.

» “If Dies wanted to investigate an un- 
American activity, he could investigate the 
revival of the Ku Klux Klan.” These were 
the appropriate words of James B. Cooney, 
columnist in the New World, organ of the 
Chicago Arch-Diocese of which the anti-fas- 
cist Cardinal Mundelein is the Archbishop. 

It is not difficult at all to find out why the 
witch hunter Dies has shown no disposition 
whatever to inquire into the Ku Klux Klan 
and the like. Just recently a story from the 
Daily Worker’s Washington correspondent 
quoted Dies’ statement that he had received 
thousands of letters asking him to “investi- 
gate the Jews and the Catholic Church.” 

It is as plain as day that these requesis 
are the work of the Hitler Bundists, the Ku 
Kluxers and the other un-American outfits 
which are using racial hatred and religious 
intolerance to undermine our democratic in- 
stitutions.

Where Science 
Flourishes 


* News from Moscow reporting the new 
scientific achievement of Prof. Peter Kapitza 
in liquefying gases serves to bring to public 
attention once again the growing preeminence 
of the Soviet Union in the field of science. 

Prof. Kapitza’s discovery, according to a 
report heard by the Academy of Sciences of 
the U.S.S.R., will have immediate and prac- 
tical application in science and industry. It 
will be of enormous importance in high alti- 
tude aviation, to cite only one example. 

That, perhaps, partly explains the recent 
statement by Prof. Komarov, president of the 
Academy of Sciences of the Soviet Union, 
that he receives scores of letters from young 
scientists of repute from every country of 
the world expressing a desire to work in the 
Soviet Union. 

It is the example of such men as Prof. 
Kapitza which inspires the scientists of the 
U.S.S.R. as well as those from other lands 
whp justly regard the Soviet Union as the 
leader of scientific thought and achievement. 


Prof. Kapitza was former director of the 


Royal Society’s Mond Laboratory at Cam- 
bridge, England. A Russian by birth, he was 
retained by the Soviet government in 1935 
to head a great new laboratory in Moscow. 
The New York Times reports from Moscow 
that “the Soviet authorities built a magni- 
ficent institute for him in Moscow. They 
equipped it with the lavishness that is char- 
acteristic of the Soviet’s scientific work.” 
More—in recognition of the importance 
of Prof. Kapitza’s most recent discovery the 
Academy of Sciences voted a bonus of 25,000 
rubles to him and premiums to his assistants. 
Still more—he has, continues the Times, 
a “pretty cottage built on the English model 
and is understood to be happy both in his 


work and in his personal life.” 
And so, in the spirit of the biblical adage 


about the left hand not knowing what the 
right hand doeth, the redoubtable Times 
headlines the story: 

“Scientist Whom Soviet DETAINED 
Finds New Way to Liquefy Gases.” 


THE WRECKER ROM WALL Sf. by Ell 
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Ukrainian Daily News Blasts Lie That 


The following editorial. re- 
printed from the Ukrainian 
Daily News, gives the lie to the 
statement of two agents of Nazi 
Germany, published recently in 
the New York Times and the 
Herald Tribune, claiming that 
Ukrainians in the United States 
support Hitler in his threat 
against the Soviet Ukraine. 

A COMMON BLUFF 

In the last Sunday issues of the 
New York Times and Herald 
Tribune there appeared a declar- 
ation in the name of the United 
Ukrainian Organizations, signed 
by Emil Revyuk and L. Myshuha, 
president and secretary respec- 
tively, asserting that all Ukrain- 
lans in the United States declare 
solidarity with Hitler's policy and 
recognize Carpatho-Ukraine as a 
nuciei of the movement which 
supposes to unify all the Ukrain- 
lan territories in one Ukraine a la 
Hitler. We may add, that both 
are editors .of the Ukrainian 
paper, Svoboda, that for years has 
praised Hitler and spread his 
propaganda in the United States. 

According to Myshuha and 
Revyuk all Ukrainians support 

Hitler's policy and in particular 
they emphasize that Ukrainians 
support the Voloshyn government 
of Carpatho-Ukraine. 

What is the purpose of such a 
declaration? 

Firstly, this declaration is made 
for use by Hitler diplomats, and 
we wouldn't be mistaken if it has 
been ordered by Berlin. Such a 
declaration may be utilized as a 
means of moralizing Hitler's pro- 
gram of “drang nach osten” (drive 
towards the East). They might 
say—here are Ukrainians plead- 
ing to liberate them. 

Secondly, this declaration has 
the avowed purpose of killing the 
effects of various news stories that 
have appeared recently in the 
American press, whereby the vari- 
ous authors discussed Hitler's plan 
towards the Soviet Ukraine. 

Thirdly, this declaration also 
has the task of confusing Amer- 
ican readers who are not familiar 
with the very complex Ukrainian 


problems, and who are ready to

Neither Myshuha nor Revyuk 
possess a mandate to speak in the 
name of Ukrainians in the United 
States. Its organization in spite 
of its pretentious name “United 
Ukrainian Organizations” unifies 
only a small portion of Ukrainian 
organizations that are under the 
leadership of Hitler’s agents 

This can be enough to unmask 
these people, but their shameless- 
ness is more obvious if one will 
examine the contents of the 
declaration. From this declara- 
tion one would understand that 
the Carpatho-Ukraine with its 
pro-Hitler government has the 
unanimous support of the Ukrain- 
lan immigration here, but the 
truth is different. 

1. All immigrants in the United 
States from the Carpatho- Ukraine 
with all its organizations, unani- 
mously although with various 
motives, are opposed to the gov- 
ernment set up by Hitler and they 
openly brand it as a Hitler crea- 
tion. There is not one organiza- 
tion of American immigrants from 
Carpatho - Ukraine that wculd 
show solidarity with Myshuha in 
supporting Carpatho - Ukraine as 
it is today. It should be under- 
stood that numerically the jmmi- 
gration from Carpatho - Ukraine 
in the United States is almost as 
large or larger than the entire 
population of Carpatho-Ukraine. 

2. The Ukrainian immigration 
in its vast majority are against 
fascism and Nazism.

Here's a letter from a guy who 
never wrote a letter to a Sports 
Editor and stopped reading sports 
news” 15 years ago. During 1938, 
however, I sucked up every article 
on the Daily Worker sports page.
